Attention all cast members . . . if Travelers Insurance Company mailed 
you a policy for automobile, homeowner's or tenant’ s coverage to replace 
your Insurance Company of North America (INA) policy you had through 
SCS payroll deduction, and you have not acted on that policy. . . then you 
may be uninsured as of December 1, 1977. . . and that’s only two weeks 
away! 

Now, if you received a Travelers Automobile, Homeowner’ s or Tenant's 
policy and have signed and returned the attached Payroll Deduction Au- 
thorization form, then there’s no problem. The day your INA policy ends, 
your Travelers policy becomes effective. It’s not you we’re trying to reach. 

But there are several hundred cast members who have not acted on their 
policy. . . and you will be completely uninsured in two weeks! That means 
acar wreck, a fire, someone else gets hurt in or on your auto or property, or 
you damage someone else’s property or person and you could be finan- 
cially ruined for life! 

If you have been “shopping around” and haven’t made a decision, then 
time is running out. If you choose to stay with a payroll deduction type 
policy, then you must sign and date the Travelers Payroll Deduction 
Authorization form and return it to either Travelers or The Vineland 
Agency, 2nd floor of The Center. If this form is not received by Saturday, 
November 26, then you will be uninsured! 

Likewise, if you decide to go with another insurance company, then 
please write “‘cancelled” across the Travelers policy, sign and date and 
return to Travelers or The Vineland Agency. 

The postal authorities have returned many Travelers policies due to an 
incorrect address. If you have been insured by INA through SCS and have 
not received any type of communication from Travelers . . . including an 
insurance policy offer, questionaire or notice of refusal . . . then you should 
immediately contact The Vineland Agency at extension 5053 to determine 
if they can continue your insurance coverage through Travelers.
